Provious to the 20th Admiral Benham had
communicated Admumnl da Gama,
warning him aganst firing upon American
ships and refusing to allow the In-
surgent commander’s excuse that he had
givon warning coneerning wheve the danger
Hno was, The commasnders of the American
shiips having signitied theie desirve to go to
the wharves on the morning of the 25th, the
admival sent word that he would convoy
them. e also sont word to Admiral da
Ginma to that effect.

Lired on the Flag.

Two ships wero convoyed to the wharves
by the Detroit, the insurgents warships fol-
lowing them. When pearly at the wharl,
while a tug was taking o cable ashors, the
insurgent wnrs'uips' opened  fire, sending &
volley of musket shot under the bow of the
tug. The Detroit answersed with & warning

* shot, and the insurgent ship then sent 4 shot

over the Detro't.  The Detroit in reply sent
a shell whieh reached a pertion of the stern
of the insurgent ship, dolng little damage,

Answered by a Shot from the Detroit.

The lnsurgent commander then fired in
warning n broadside to leeward In the oppo-
site direction from which tha Detroit lay.
Tlhis was noswerad by another shot from
the Detroit. The insurgents signnied that
unless the Detroit ceascd firing, they (the
insurgents) would sink the American ship.
The language which was used by the
American admiral in answar to this was of
such a ngture that the incident closed for
that day and the ships were allowed to land.

Think Da Goama o ﬂur'rl-mlnﬂ-d.

The names of the stiips which were lapded
are not given 1n the oficial dispateh from
Rio, The question raised in the dispaiches
this afternoon as to what the United States
governmont would do with da Gams ana his
forces if he has surrendered to Admiral
Benham, is exciting considerable Interest in
oflcial circles here, The statement that he
may have so surrcndered Is evedited. Itis
supposed that if he surrendered he did so
with some assuratees or promises from the
Awmerican admiral, OMcials are wondering
what promises may have been made and
whether of not Admiral Benbam may have
promised too much. Admirval da Gama, it s
sald, has violated vone of the laws of the
Unlled States, aud ho could pot be turned
over to the Brazilian government,

no oftleial confirmation ad reached him,

Ensy Way Out of His Dititoulty.

A high official of the British foreign ofoe,
who wis questioned by the Assoclated press
reporter as to the accuracy of the dis-
patchies, expreessod the opinion that It might
be true that the rebel admiral had sur-
rendered to the United States admiral, as
it would be the easiest way out of & great
diftleulty. In conclusion. the fordlgn offioial
gaid he did not Kuow what the United States
admiral woull do with Admiral da Gamn and
the jusurgents who surrendered with him.

Admiral Benham, bhe added, could not
very well surrender the insurgents to Presi-
dent Pelxoto, who would undoubtedly shoot
them, and 1t was hardly probable that the
United States government wollld eare to as-
sume the care of a massof Brazilian mnsur-
gonts for an indefinite period, 'This accord.
ing to the represcatative of the foreign
office, if iv was true that the insurgents had
surrendered to the U'nlted States admiral,
the latter would scem to have ao ¢lephant
on Ius bonds,

Buaron Rothsenild, upon being questioned
by the Assoruited press reporteras to the
source from which he had received the dis-
patell announcing  the surrcnder of Admiral
da Gama, sald that the cable message come
to him from what he considersa o most
reliable source and that he had no reason to
doulbit Its aeouracy.
